Again the year has rolled round, and’ in accordance with 
law and usage I present a brief statement of the condition 
and progress of our schools. And entering upon this duty, 
where so many criticisms will arise, I venture to advance the 
opinion that the great object of a Superintending Committee 
is entirely lost sight of by many, teachers as well as parents. 
The chief aim of a committee should be to assist and advise 
the teachers in their duties, not as a matter of course to al- 
ways agree with them, but to advance the usefulness of our 
schools. It may seem to some our main object is to please 
(by report) the teacher and a special few in the neighborhood, 
extolling all the virtues of the teacher and concealing all infe-- 
rior qualities. It would be extremely pleasant to report all 
200d, but our services would. be of little value should we omit 
to criticise. 
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It is my opinion that the ‘citizens of New London feel « 
deep interest in the welfare of our common schools, but there 
are various opinions in relation to what is the right method of 
conducting them. No two teachers ever entered the school- 
room with the same disposition and method of teaching. None 
of them are capable of meeting the approval of all the people, 
therefore complete satisfaction in all respects is not expected. 
While there is much in our schools for commendation there is 
also need of improvement in some particulars. Some of the 
most essential branches for a business education are too much 
neglected and made a secondary affair—reading, spelling and 
penmanship. I venture to say that many of our best scholars 
cannot write one page and spell correctly very common words 
necessary to be written. What is a better accomplishment 
than to be a fine reader? And where shall our scholars acquire 
this attainment of mind, but at the common schools? My ad- 
vice to the committee is to select live teachers with independ- 
ence, and full of love for their work—teachers who work not 
for pay alone, but for the love of it—not those who keep school 
because they can find nothing else to do—teachers who have 
some talent to commence with, some power of imparting in- 
struction, some ingenuity in planning work and busying their 
pupils, and last, teachers who have independence enough to de 
their whole duty without fear of censure or incurring the dis- 
‘pleasure of committee, parents or scholars. Such teachers 
should be sustained by all who are in favor of a common school 
education. 


Districr No: 1. 


Money, $92.44. Nathaniel Knowlton, Prudential Com- 
nittee. 

The fall term of eight weeks was taught by Willie M. 
Knowlton, a thorough scholar, and clear in his explanations. 
The few scholars that attended this school were well disposed, 
and with diligent study, under the direction of this able 
teacher, it was a profitable school. Whole number of scholars, 
10; average, 6. 
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The winter term of twelve weeks was again taught by 
Anthony C. Jewett with as good success as the winter pre- 
ceding. The examination proved that good progress had 
been made in the several branches taught, and the aim of this 
teacher was to be thorough in his work; but if there had been 
more promptness and spirit manifested in the recitals the 
school would have made a better appearance. Number of schol- 
ars, 11; average, 7. 


Districr No. 2. 


Money, $118.12. John Messer, Prudential Committee. 


The summer term of seven weeks was taught by Miss 
Mattie Pillsbury, an accomplished teacher, and adapted to her 
occupation. Not being notified at the close I visited her school 
but once, and from appearance it was in a prosperous condi- 
tion, and from what I may judge, it was a success. Whole 
number of pupils, 13; average, 12. 

Miss Laura Parker, a highly-educated young lady and 
with considerable experience, kept seven weeks of fall term 
and ten in the winter. The scholars in this school are quite 
advanced, studying many of the higher branches, and under 
the instruction of this teacher made decisive progress. The 
order, so desirable in our common schools, was a little deficient. 
Fall, whole number of scholars, 18. Winter, 22; average 16 
and 20. 


District No. 3. 


Money, $271.91. Amos Whipple, Prudential Committee. 


George B. Balch, teacher. 6,8 weeks of summer term. I 
believe Mr. Balch has many of the elements of a good teacher. 
He is true and faithful, and means to conduct his school for 
the best. There was’ good progress made in some of the 
branches taught, but for want of good wholesome order in the 
school it was a great disadvantage to teacher, scholars and all 
concerned. Whole Number of pupils, 28 ; average, 24. 
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‘The fall term of nine weeks and winter term of twelve 
were taught by Miss Cora Dennett, a lady of education, pos- 
sessing many of the qualities necessarily belonging to a great 
teacher. She was too lenient and afraid of disaffecting her 
scholars, and yielded to their disorderly wants, which should 
have been decidedly restricted. 

The winter term commenced with thirty-five pupils, but 
nearly two-thirds dropped off before its close. The remainder 
at the examination showed there had been a thorough drill in 
the amount gone over. This school requires, especially in win- 
ter, a stalwart man of dignity and understanding, that all the 
scholars may know their proper place and what they are in 
school for. 


District No. 4. 


Money, $154.50. Frank W. Ladd, Prudential Committee. 


The summer term of eight weeks and fall term of seven weeks 
were taught by Miss Katie Fowler, whom I judge worked faith- 
fully, and believe improvement was made in all the branches 
taught. Each time I visited this school the scholars appeared 
studious and orderly, and to all appearance good discipline 

«seemed to prevail. The whole number of pupils, 24; aver- 
age, 19. 

The winter term of ten weeks was under the instruction of 
Mr. C. H. Little. This teacher won the respect and confidence 
of his pupils. His method of instruction was very commenda- 
ble, especially the reading exercises, which are made subordi- 
nate by too many of our best teachers. Some of the younger 
members of this school did admirably. An unusual number of 
parents and citizens were present during the examination, 
which speaks well for the interest they had in the school. 
Whole number of pupils, 25; average, 23. 


District No. 5. 


Money, $137.56. B. J. Everett, Prudential Committee. 


Miss Mattie J. Bickford, teacher, during the summer 
term of ten weeks and fall of 6,5. I visited the summer term 
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twice and found this teacher as successful asin the year pre- 
ceding. She succeeded in breaking up that uneasiness which 
was so prevalent in this school, and from the appearance of the 
school at the close of the term a thorough work had been done. 
The fall term the teacher was obliged to abandon the school 
before its close on account of ill health; consequently there 
was no public examination. Whole number ofpupils, 356; aver- 
age, 27. 

At the commencement of the winter term of seven weeks, 
under the supervision of Mr. S$. M. Abbott, it appeared as 
though some of the scholars were inclined to get back into their 
disquiet habits; but from the commendable manner and sys- 
tematical training of this efficient teacher (although many of 
the younger members have dropped off) the examination 
showed a good degree of progress had been attained in most 
of the branches. Whole number of scholars, 33:3. average, 26. 


District No. 6. 

Money, $88.59. Baxter Gay, Prudential Committee. 

Miss Anna M. Littlefield, teacher, 7,8 weeks. Some little dis- 
affection caused a portion of the scholars to be withdrawn, so the 
school at its close appeared not so favorably, full numbers al- 
ways being indispensable to a good display. ‘The few remain- 
ing at the examination showed that the improvement made in 
most respects was satisfactory. Whole number of pupils, 11; 
average, 9. 

Fall term taught by Miss Ella M. Emerson. Order and still- 
ness were marked features of this term. Order being the charac- 
teristic quality of this teacher, she endeavored to inculcate habits 
of quietness, for which she should be heartily commended. Some 
of the parents were present at the examination, which gave gen- 
eral satisfaction to all. Whole number of scholars, 12; aver- 
age, 8. 


Districr No. 7. 
Money, $82.96. Hiram Sargent, Prudential Committee. 


The summer term of eight weeks and winter term of 8,8 were 
both taught by Miss Amelia A. Stevens. This school contains. 
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some very excellent scholars, whose examination was credit- 
able to themselves and teacher. Harmony prevailed between 
teacher and scholars. The lessons generally were good. One 
class in Book-keeping deserves special mention for the accu- 
racy and neatness in which they kept their accounts. Also the 
many pieces recited were fine selections, thoroughly committed 
and well delivered... A goodly number of .parents and others 
were present at the last examination, and I judge were well sat- 
isfied with the success of this worthy teacher. Whole number 
of scholars, 17; average, 16.2. .
